SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Kweekin’: The Hydroponic Growth of Marijuana Indoor 
has been classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording presents instructional information on the cultivation of cannabis by 
hydroponic methods. It uses a variety of methods (including animations, enactments, 
and single frames containing text data) to present technical and instructional 
information on this subject. It also contains scenes of persons smoking cannabis 
cigarettes, and praising the product. Cannabis is a controlled drug under the Misuse of 
Drugs Act 1975, and its cultivation is illegal. The publication is considered to promote 
and encourage criminal activity, because it advocates the cultivation of cannabis, and 
makes information about this activity available in a way that directly facilitates the 
activity. 

The Classification Office has considered the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 in 
classifying this publication. The Classification Office must balance the principle of 
freedom of information with the likelihood that the availability of the publication will be 
injurious to the public good. The availability of this publication is considered likely to 
cause such injury, because its sole purpose is to provide information on the 
undertaking of a criminal activity. This consideration outweighs the right to freedom of 
information. 
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
